Although the development of friendly relations has been 
impaired by the prolonged occupation, it nevertheless became 
obvious that the Lastern disposition and mentality is much 
more congenial to the German mind than that of the “est.

of this development. .liile the British continue to arply 
colonial methods, witle the Americans commit many irreparable 
psychological blunders and the lrench satisfy only some 
intellectual connoisseurs, Germany is inelined to turn 
to the Hast, i 


It is for these reaspns that an atreement vL11L be reached 
betvcon politicians In est and Last Germany and Germany's 
unification will eventually be achieved, This Serman-Soviet 
rapprochenent will beaeome a fact, even in the face of the 
vestern Oceupaticn Forees. Germany is marching straight 
ahead into the camp cof the Lastern bloc, 
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
